AMERICA'S RESERVATIONS 


As was anticipated, 
the reservations 


annexed to America'1; adherence to the 
world court are causing «omo perplexi- 
ties. 
The members of the council of the 


League of Nations, who a* individuals and 
nol in ilieir official capacity, pass upon 
admission of nations 10 the court's sup- 
port, have taken definite action regard- 
ing America's entrance. 
They will con- 


voke 
delegates 
of tho members of the 


••our! as well as representatives of the 
Vnited Slates i'<i 
r a conference Sept. 1st. 


at Oneva. 
This conference will attempt 


to frame a'special agreement on the Amer- 
ican reservations, perhaps in the nature 
of an atnendnient of the court statutes. 
There is one reservation in particular 
which soonis to cause some difficulty, and 
thai 
is 
t h e 
one 
relating to advisory 


opinions of the court affecting the United 
Slates. 
Thus nearly fifty nations are to 


be put to the inconvenience of admitting 
the United States to the world court on a 
special ticket. 


This draws attention to the fact, what- 


ever our reservationists and our anti- 
court senators may &ay. that the reserva- 
tions in the main were unnecessary, with- 
out any real mga:ainjr and of no particular 
value. The tirst one is really absurd. 
It 


states that in joining the court we accept 
no obligations of the treaty of Versailles 
and no legal relation with the league of 
Nations. 
What is already a fact cannot 


be strengthened by overstatement. 
The 


second reservation gives us the right to 
participate in electing the judges, which 
may have some justification . The third 
is another silly reservation, to the effect 
1hat while we agree to pay a fair share 
of the expcns" of the court, we neverthe- 
less 
keep 
it within the power of con- 


gress to say what is a fair share. So triv- 
ial is the amount involved, ii is like ex- 
pressing the fear that friends we go to 
the circus with will not buy i h r j r share of 
the peanuts. 
The fourth is a needless 


proclamation of our national fears. 
The 


fifth reservation we have already referred 
to. 


Jn addition to these live reservations. 


which forty-eight other states must ac- 
cept, we have made two declarations of 
American policy for which the acceptance 
of the other states is not required. 
The 


first relates to our constitutional position 
and deprives the president of the power 
to submit a case to the world court with- 
out the advice and consent of the senate. 
It is. to quote Mnriley 0 Hudson, profes- 
sor of international law at Harvard, a 
question whether this is sound constitu- 
tional law. The second reiterates our 
purpose to refrain from any interference 
in 
the 
internal 
affairs of other coun- 


tries and to continue to uphold the Mon- 
roe doctrine, a quite superfluous declara- 
tion. 


Practically all of the foregoing reser- 


vations and declarations are a political 
eonsession to jingoism, or a still weaker 
concession 
to timidity. 
They were not 


conceived out of a sound and well con- 
sidered analysis of the court itself and 
Americ-an 
adherence. 
Great 
constitu- 


tional and international law authorities 
would not have gone to meticulous lengths 
in determining our membership, and they 
would have been much better qualified to 
judge the effects and contingencies than 
any others. 
They would have gone into 


the court more whole-heartedly and flat- 
footedly or not at all. well knowing that 
a judicial tribunal of this character must 
be worked out in the light of experience. 
We were amply protected frnm the first 
by the fact that we could withdraw out- 
support at any time, and that under the 
protocol of The court it .self, no nation is 
bound to submit a controversy against its 
will, nor can it be brought into court ct 
the instance of another nation. 
The con- 


ditions we have hedged about our adher- 
ence are in the main unworthy our po>i- 
tion. 
power and comparative security. 


They arc frankly a surrender to the typo 
of politics which has belittled us in re- 
cent years in or.r foreign policies.
